(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP0834977. 

With regard to claim 7, EP0834977 shows a power conversion circuit comprising a DC 
power source (1), a polyphase AC motor ((3), an extra device (1 1) and a capacitor (between A3 
and A4) having one terminal connected to a neutral point (34) of the AC motor and another 
terminal connected to the extra device (see Fig. 1). 

3. Claims 1-6, 8 and 9 are allowable over prior art. 

None of prior art of record taken alone or in combination shows a transformer that has the 
primary winding connected to a neutral point of the AC motor, and the secondary winding 
connected to the extra device. 



4.. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Turnbull (U.S. Pat. No. 3,775,663), Kume et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,028,405) and Ikekame 
et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,134,126) also disclose power conversion supply circuits to a polyphase AC 
motor, each of which comprises a connection between a neutral point of the AC motor and one or 
more elements of the circuit.
